There is a principle 
of Justice running throughout tin; en- 
tire mutter. God docs not say, "Xoror- 
mind what you do; 1 will'mnke It lijl 
right; for I know that yon are Impcr- 
feet." 
The principle constantly citr- 


ates that whoever sows good seed will 
rcnp corresponding blessings, but who- 
ever sows evil seed may cxixKt to rcnp 
corrcaiionUliig Injury. 
While Christ's 


merit covers the Christian's unwitting 
mistakes, It docs not make up for ncg- 
liKOnce, carelessness, Indifference as to 
the kind of seed sown. "Whatsoever a 
man sowuth, that shall ho also renp." 


Before those now children of God 


had left the world, they found that 
when they lived In accordance with 
the will of the fallen human nature, 
the things from which they expected 
good results gave only disappoint- 
ment; [but anticipations were much 
better than the realization. They also 
found that tho following of their own 
will generally yielded bad fruitage.' 
They had sown wrong thoughts; and 
those, In turn, brought fortb more of 
Hie same kind. Then wrong thoughts 
Lrouglit fortli wrong deeds; and In 
tlmo the wrong deeds developed a 
wrong character.

Proper Training of Children. 


The 1'astor then emphasized tho Im- 


iwrtanco of parental training of chil- 
dren. 
If mothers could only kuow 


liow much power they have itt mould- 
ing their children's minds, how care- 
fully would they guard their own 
menial conditions in order to bring 
Into the world notile, upright children! 
If vicious passions control, It wrong 
thoughts are' harbored, the child will 
bo born with these evil tendencies; 
and no matter how hard he may try 
In afier years to develop a noble char- 
acter, ho.must battle against these evil 
tendencies throughout life. 
The fa- 


ther also has special responsibility 
along this line. If ho would bavo no- 
ble offspring, not only should he be 
noble himself, but he should sec that 
the mother has proper associations, 
environment, cure and attention. 


Peculiar responsibility In this direc- 


tion rests upon CliYlslIau parents. 
:As 


they come to see the principles of 
God's government, their minds should 
be filled with thoughts of Justice,' 
righteousness, love. 
These thoughts 


should be rellected upon their children; 
who would thus bo taught of God. 
.Meekness,' gentleness, patience, long- 
suffering, kindness, love are traits tlint 
parents should 
carefully 
cultivate. 


Theso are qimlltlos of the IToly Spirit 
which God expects nil Ills children to 
develop richly lu heart and life. 


Whatever wrong habits we may have 


had before we became Christians, God 
oxpeeld ns lo eradicate these as rupld- 
ly as possible by His grace. Aa beauty 
of character Is manifested by parents, 
it will he 'noticed by the children; for 
children arc very quick of discernment 
nnd generally . have n kcou sense of 
justice. Seemingly much of Ihe disre- 
spect of parents prevalent today nnd 
the neglect-of ' parents in their old 
ngc result from parental neglect In enr- 
lior ilays. Many parents are reaping 
Ilic harvest of their own failure to (rain 
their children properly, early In life.
